PARTITION DISMISSED.

Only cheering news regarding the
political situation comes from Eng-

land and Ireland this week. Liberals
and home rulers are engaged In a
widespread campaign and the Irish
members address crowded and en
thusiastic meeting every night. At
least 600 Irish meetings will be held
la England and Scotland before the
Christmas holidays. And while they
